W a s h in g t o n , December 18th.—In the Senate 
this morning Senator Mitchell’s resolution call­ 
ing upon the Postmaster-Generul for estimates 
of the cost ot placing free delivery service in 
cities ol not less than 3,C00 inhabitants, or where 
the gross receipts of the I’ostoffice were Só.OíjO 
per year, aud also estimates of the cost of plac­ 
ing the same iu towus of not less than 5.000 in­ 
habitants, aud where the Postoffice receipts 
were not less thau $7.000, was adopted. 
The Senate adopted a concurrent resolution 
tendering the thanks of Congress to Chief 
Justice Fuller for his address upon Washington. 
Senator Ilearst introduced bills this morning 
to increase the lim it of the cost of the public 
building at Sacramento to $300,1*00, aud tiint at 
Sau Francisco to $1,000/00. 
The reply ol the Secretary r f the Interior to 
the Senate resolution or inquiry transmits a 
telegram of Indian Inspector Gisney showing 
that the Puyallup Indians, by a vote of 35 to 74. 
refused to agree to the terms of the bill passed 
last session giving the Puyallup Valley Railroad 
the right of way ucross their reservation. 
The Secretary ol the Interior also transmitted 
to the Senate the report of the Commission ap­ 
pointed to negotiate with the Cceur d’Alene In­ 
dians for the cession of a portion of their rercr- 
vation. The Indians cede 283 square miles, or 
184,960 i*cres, for the sum ol 1500,000, provided 
ihat the old agreement of March 25,1887, be 
carried out. This last agreement gives them 
$150,000, on condition that they giv# up all 
claims to the large area of couutrv in West 
Washington, incluuiug the site of the present 
city of Ca*ur d’Alene. 
Sherman, from the Committee on Foreign Re­ 
lations, reported that the juiut resolution, ex­ 
tending to the first of aiarch, 1890, the time of 
the 
International Maritime Conference, be 
passed. 
Hiscock, from the Committee on the Quadro 
Centennial celebration, reported on the resolu­ 
tion authorizing the committee to employ a 
stenographer and have the hearings before it 
reported and printed. It stated that the inten­ 
tion of the committee was to give hearings to 
the advocates of the various locations proposed 
as to the site for the exposition. The m atter 
was referred. 
Coke offered the following: That the Attor­

A R esolution th a t th e New R ep u b lic be 
R ecoguized by C ongress. 


W a s h in g t o n , December 18th — In the Senate 
to-day Morgan offered the following, which was 
laid over till to-morrow : 
Resolved, By the ireuate and House of Repre­ 
sen ati ves of the United States of Ainwrica, íd 
Congress assembled, that the United States of 
Amerioa oougraiulates the people of Brazil on 
their just and peaceful assumption of the pow­ 
ers, duties and responsibilities of self govern 
inent, expre;-sed in their repudiation of m on­ 
archic rule and their recent adoption of a re­ 
publican form of government; and that the 
United Mates of Brazil is by this act recognized 
a lawful and righteous Government, and that 
said Republic is of right entitled to exercise and 
enjoy international comity and a.l benefits of 
the laws of nations as a sovereign power, aud 
the benefit ot nil rights, privileges and ad­ 
vantages under the existing treaties that were 
corcluded between the Unitea Stares of Amer­ 
ica t^nd tne late Emperor of Brazil; aud that 
this declaration of trie United 
States of 
America shall 
be notified 
to the Uni-ed 
States ot Brazil by the President; and that the 
President, by his proclamation, shall require 
the people and Government of the United states 
and of the several States, and all persons in au­ 
thority therein, to recognize the flag ol the 
United States of Brazil as the flag oí a free, 
sovereign and independent State.

T he W estern S tate» R ailw ay A ssociation 
D issolved. 


C h ic a g o , December 18th.—The Western States 
Railway Passenger Association was dissolved at 
a meeting of the General Muuagers this after­ 
noon. Ten days ago the m atter of continuance 
was put iu the hands of the General Managers 
because of the withdrawal of the membership 
of the Burlington and Northern, Minneapolis 
and St. Louis. These Toads absolutely relumed 
to remain members unless the Wisconsin Cen­ 
tral showed up its secret contracts on passenger 
business, in accordance with their agreement. 
This the Wisconsin Central refused to do. and 
to cap the climax, to-day absolutely refused to 
remain a member of the Association unless it 
was allowed differential fares, and unless the 
fast tram s on the direct Chicago and St. Paul 
lines were withdrawn. 
A resolution was almost immediately passed 
dissolving the Association and throwing the 
whole blame “ on the preposterous demands of 
one of the members.” It was also voted impos­ 
sible to form any new association unless the 
Wisconsin Central moderated its demauds. 
The Western States Association has been the 
laigest and most important, in a rate-preserving 
sense, of any passenger association in the 
country. 
It is deemed almost impossible to 
maintain rates without the influence of the 
Association, and Western and Southwestern 
lines will undoubtedly form a new association, 
leaving the Northwestern lines to fight out their 
owu salvation.

1 he son’s story brands the dead man as a fiend 
incarnate, who delighted in acts of inhum anity 
toward his children. Among other barbarities 
alleged was chaining up the children in a dis­ 
mal apartm ent unde, and while in that condi­ 
tion torturing them w th all cruelty imaginable. 
“I have uot lived at home for five years,” said 
Charles Guenther. 
“I leit home atter one 
period of slow torture that made me desperate. 
1 had done sonxcthiog th»t my lather aid not 
like. It was a small offense. The way my 
father tortured me would make one believe he 
w aseithercrazy or I had committed some terrible 
crime. My father made me go upstairs with 
him to a room in the back part of the house. 
Here he brought out some chains, and when I 
caught sight of them I set up au outcry; but no 
one heard me. My father snouted to me to stop 
that infernal noise, aud when he found he could 
not frighten me he jumped at me and we 
had a regular fight. Finally he got the better 
of me, and by threatening todo me even greater ‘ 
violence, compelled me to keep quiet. 'J hen he 
began to bind me with those chains. When I 
thought he had doue, he took up another one 
and fastened it around my neck and fixed it so 
I could hardly move my bead. Then he left me 
several hours, during which I suffered horribly. 
After a few hours he came upstairs with a 
bottle of whisky. He released me from the 
chains and compelled me to strip from head to 
foot, tiutii I stood nude before him. Then he 
chained me up and took a good sized pin and 
commenced pricking me with it from head to 
foot, until I was bleeding all over. 
My father 
then wet his finger from the bottle and 
rubbed 
over 
what seemed 
to 
me every 
Fore he had made ou my body. 
He did not rub 
over my whole body at once, but would rub over 
a small space until all the stuff had been rubbed 
in. when he would wet his fingers again and 
begin on another place 
The pain was terrible 
and excruciating. I must have fainted, for I 
remained in that room all night, chained up, 
and did not know anything until next morning 
when I was released. After thst 1 ran away.' 
The boy Emile, who is held for beating his 
father to death, acts like an imbecile, and is 
belived to have been driven iosane by the cru­ 
elty of the father and the tragedy yesterday. 
To day he failed to recrgnize his own brother, 
and when appealed to, almo-t supplicatingly 
for recognition, only a silly smile played about 
the murderer’s mouth.

FREE WATER. 


T he people of this city should be sup­ 
plied w ith water free—as freely as they 
enjoy th at other element, air. 
I t would 
be more economic to run the W aterworks 
upon th a t basis. 
In the first place the 
fund raised to operate them would he 
raised by taxation as are the funds of the 
treasury. 
T he Trustees would then have 
it at command in a body, and could con­ 
tract for fuel for the works at a greatly re­ 
duced rate by buying in large quantities. 
In 
the 
next 
place, 
the 
non-resident 
property-owner would thus be contributing 
his share toward the water supply th at is 
essential to the value of his realty, and 
th a t gives his houses protection from con­ 
flagrations. 
U nder the present system, 
th e w ater users for domestic purposes pay 
th e coast of water used to extinguish fires 
in the houses of non residents who pay no 
w ater tax a t all, and tenants thus pay an 
extra rental, 
iso, too, the water rates come 
in in dribblets, and the Trustees cannot, 
therefore, contract for fuel on a wholesale 
basis. 
The am ount of the w ater fund is 
always unknown and conjectural, and so 
the running of the works is always with 
an unknown quantity in view, which is un­ 
economic in any business. 
I f it is replied 
th at the non-resident propertv-owner will 
sim ply increase rents by so much as the 
w ater tax amounts to, we reply th a t th at 
is improbable, since rents are as high as 
will be endured, and it is scarcely jiossible 
to force them upward a single notch. 
Be­ 
sides, if the objection be adm itted for the 
sake of the argument, the gains by the 
wholesale purchase of fuel, and by the 
knowledge of the exact am ount in the 
fund, will remain, and they cut a most im ­ 
portant figure in the question. 
If it is 
said th at w ith water free there will be 
greater waste, we reply th at there is now 
no m eter system by which waste can be 
detected. 
Every person in the city uses 
all the w ater he or she wants, both for 
domestic and m anufacturing purposes, and 
there is no check upon waste whatever, 
save now and then a flurry of threats to 
prose, ute some one who opens a hydrant 
for irrigation between forbidden hours. 
"We are for free water, and a fnnd to supply 
it raised by taxation. 
I t will not increase 
th e burdens of the people one cent; on the 
contrary it will result in more equitable 
distribution of the cost of city government. 


THE CITRUS FAIR. 


T he tim e draws near when the Citrus 
F a ir provided for by the Legislature will 
open at Oroville. 
It is not to be a local 
concern; it is the Citrus F air of the peo­ 
ple of the whole central and northern 
district. 
It should therefore engage their 
earnest and active attention. 
There is 
now bat a short time in 
which to take 
steps in this direction. Sacram ento should 
be largely represented at the fair. 
She 
has the capacity to make a fine exhibit 
there, and it should be brought into full 
play. 
W e should see to it, also, th at the 
visitation at the fair is large. 
W e should 
do our utmost to induce visitors to the 
State to go up to O roville during th e days 
of the fair, and should ourselves pay visits 
to the exhibition. 
W e have a great deal 
yet to learn about citrus culture, and there 
is no hotter piace to acquire the informa­ 
tion than where the successful growers 
wiii be grouped with the proofs of their 
success alxrat them . “W hat is everybody’s 
business is nobody's” is an old saying that 
applies with force in this case; we should, 
therefore, have some sort of organization 
to take hold of (he m atter of our repre­ 
sentation at the fair and awaken the peo- 
pleto a due interest in it. 
Perhaps we 
are wrong; the people are already inter­ 
ested in it, hot they need organization 
through which to act effectively. 
E ither 
th e Supervisors or the Trustees, or both 
jointly, could very appropriately put the 
m ovement afoot and appoint a Sacram ento 
. Commission to receive and arrange o n rex ­ 
h ibits at Orovilie, and to communicate 
w ith the jieople, iuformiug them in detail 
ju st w hat articles of growth are needed 
and to w hat extent. 
W e trust th at there 
will be speedy and effective work done in 
th is m atter and before the holidays are 
over. 
Our local pride and our business in­ 
terests alike demand that we shall take rn 
active and prom inent part in the O roville 
fair. 
There is scarcely any cost involved 
in preparation, since all the premium s are 
provided by the State, and a large portion 
of the expense of setting up the fair also, 
w hiie the people of Butte county, by their 
own contributions, cover ali rem aining ex­ 
pense-, and add a great sum in addition 
toward m aking the fair attractive and in 
providing accommodations for the people.

eid, 
;iou in the transmission of news; be­ 
cam e the world is a unit in its abhorrence 


T h e International M arine Conference 
in session at W ashington, and which has 
proved a hard-w orking and highly-intelli- 
gent body, has surprised the country by 
resolving th at it is inexpedient at this 
tim e to formulate a system of sound signals 
i for uniform observance to prevent collisions 
at sea. 
This is a surprise indeed, for the 
people had supposed th at it was one of the 
codes th at the Conference would certainly 
adopt. 
T he reasons given for refusing to 
establish such a code a re : T he risk of con­ 
fusion in crowded waters, the false confi­ 
dence sound signals are likely to inspire, 
and the great difficulty of reading and in­ 
terpreting them correctly. 
In short the 
Conference is of the opinion that it is safer 
to tru>t to the judgm ent of shipm asters in 
each case than to rely upon a code of sig­ 
nals of uniform application. 
The Confer­ 
ence, in a word, is unw illing to become re­ 
sponsible for any code of sound signals in 
the present state of science regarding their 
production. 
W hen scientific development 
gives us a m ethod of giving sound signals 
at sea th at will insure their correct read­ 
ing, aud will elim inate their deceptive 
character, a “sound code” system may be 
adopted. 


S e n a t o r S t a n f o r d has prom ptly in­ 
troduced a bill providing for adequate 
m ilitary defense for the Pacific Coast. 
T he bill proceeds upon the suggestions, sub­ 
stantially, of G eneral Miles, of the D ivi­ 
sion of the Pacific.

State; that he is a very quiet and inoffens­ 
ive m an: that the Justice of the Peace 
whom it is charged he attempted to bribe 
does net btlieve him guilty; that from the 
testimony and the charac'er of the m an, it 
is e v id sn i triat be ci i not intend to commit 
a crime, and that he is the victim of a con­ 
spiracy growing out of a labor strike. 
“ U nder these circum stances.it is m y be­ 
lief that, should thesentenceim posed upon 
W ellbau-en be carried into effect, a great 
injustice would be done ‘the stranger w ith­ 
in our m idst.' who can neither protect nor 
defend h iu n e'f.”

SALOON ATTACHMENTS THAT ABE A 
PUBLIC CALAMITY. 


K atie 
at 
Mautz' Downfall—H er A ttem pt 
Suicide—A rrest of the Al­ 
leged Betrayer. 


On Tuesday Otto Kauffman called at the 
police station and told Chief of Police Lee 
that he had detected his sister-in-law.Katie 
Mautz, in the act of taking a dose of car­ 
bolic acid. He succeeded in preventing her 
from getting the fluid into her mouth, 
however, and demanding an explanation, 
she admitted to him that she had been be­ 
trayed by a young man named BeDjamin 
F. Shields, a printer employed at the State 
Printing Office. 
I b relating her story she referred inci­ 
dentally to a recent assault made by Shields 
upon one Frank Crosby. She also told 
Kauffman that a doctor of this city had 
performed a criminal operation upon her 
successfully, after another (Dr. Pendery) 
ha.l failed. 
SntELDS AEEESTED. 
Chief Lee at once caused a warrant to be 
issued for the arrest of Shields for the as­ 
sault upon Crosby, and the girl was sent 
for. She responded to the call, accom­ 
panied by her mother, and told her story 
in her own way. Chief Lee then decided 
to also charge Shields with seduction, and 
when the young man was brought in yes­ 
terday both charges—assault with a deadly 
weapon and seduction—were entered 
against him. He was afterward released on 
a $1,000 bond, with W. S. Shields and 
J. H. Kiernan as sureties. 
“PBIVATB ENTRANCES FOE LADIES.” 
From all that can be learned about the 
case, it appears to be one of the ordinary, 
every day sort, that are becoming so com­ 
mon as scarcely to excite comment. It is 
the old story of parents allowing their 
daughters to go oat at night with young 
villains who have no other purpose in iife 
than to be ever on the lookout for weak- 
minded girls whom they may lead estray. 
This is more easily accomplished nowa­ 
days than ever before by means of the 
back-rooms—fitted up in connection with a 
certain class of drinking saloons—“for la­ 
dies." It is said that Katie Mautz’ downfall 
is directly attributable to the fact that 
she bad allowed herself to be led into 
these places by the creature whom she 
charges with her ruin. 
These “ladies’ entrances” are pitfalls of 
infamy, and they are becoming entirely tco 
numerous in this city for the good of the 
community. Girls are inveigled into them 
and plied with liquor until they lose all 
power of self control, which, however, 
vanishes no more rapidly than their sense 
of shame. In Oakland, a year ago, 
THESE POLLUTED PLACES 
Because snch a public nuisance as to cause 
an upheaval that shook more than one 
circle of society to its foundation. They 
have been increasing in numbers in this 
city, and in proportion to this increase has 
the ruin of young girls kept pace. It has 
been a mystery to many citizens who un­ 
derstood the character of these dens, and 
the purposes for which they were main­ 
tained, how their proprietors could obtain 
licenses to carry on the infamous business. 
But they have flourished like so many 
green bay trees, and from their back doors 
nightly go forth stupefied, ill-fated women 
to debauchery and ruin. There are 
creatures called men in this, as in 
other communities, passing as ordinary 
citizens, compared to whom the de­ 
based wretches who live oil the charity 
of fallen women are princes. This is the 
class who devote their leisure hoars to 
searching for victims for the “ladies’ en­ 
trance” departments of certain dram-shops. 
The case of Katie Mautz has aflorded an 
opportunity to throw the light in upon 
these pes’.-boies of the community, and 
Chief Lee declares that the police depart­ 
ment must henceforth take cognizance of 
their existence. It is to be hoped that 
when the Maulz-Shields case comes to be 
investigated in the Courts some facts may 
be brought to light that will enable the 
class of ¡'laces referred to to be painted in 
their true colors, that fathers and mothers 
may know more about one of the chief 
dangers that beset the path9 of their sons 
and daughters. 
YOLO’S FLOOD. 
T he Payne R esidence T akes a T um ble— 
A nother Sufferer. 
Yesterday several yards more of the north 
end of the levee at the Fayne break, on the 
Y'olo side of the river, gave way and the 
water tore through the opening with snch 
force that Bayne’s house went down and 
was carried out into the tules. 
It is 
thought that the two hop-houses cannot 
hold out longer than to-day or to-morrow. 
Among the victims of the Y’olo flood is a 
Mrs. Coleman, a young woman who re­ 
sided w ith Mr. Bayne’s family od the let­ 
ter's ranch where the break occurred.

Tlie Postofflce Site. 
There has been more or less talk for some 
days past of a renewal of the proposition 
to ask the Government to exchange the post­ 
office site at Seventh and K streets for one 
farther down town.

Lchni't Stanford, United Stales Senator, 
Washington, D. C.: The Sacramento river is iu 
danger ot changing its channel. There is a 
break two miles below the bridge, which is one 
thousand feet wide. An imaieuse bar is form­ 
ing below the break, across the river. 
As hydraulic mining has ceased, the appro­ 
priation of 8250,GOG in the hands of the War De­ 
partment is available, and ought to be used now 
to save the navigation of the river. 
R. W. W H e r m a n , Governor.

T he to’I living decision, rendered in tbe 
U nited States District Court for California 
a few da} s ago, will be found of interest to 
settlers who received title to their land 
through the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany. 
These properties are frequently 
jeopardized by m ineral claimants, and the 
decision in this case covers th e points usu­

Ex-A ttorney-General Hart, 
ol this city, was coir sel for the plaintiff, 
who sue i io recover possession of a tract of 
land trg in a lly purchased from the Central 
Pacific Kaiiroad Company, but afterward 
claimed by and patented to a m ining com­ 
pany. Tbe Court awards judgm ent for the 
plaintiff on the following ground - : 
George II. Francoeur vs Oscar Newhouse — 
This is an a iiou to recover j ossission of lot 5 !, 
of section 13, tow nship 17 north, of range li 
east, Mount Diablo meridian. The plaintiff 
claims title by conveyance from the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company. It is alleged in the 
complaint that the land is part of an odd-num­ 
bered section ijing w ithin the ten-mile limit of 
the grant made to the C e n 'rl Pací flu Rail r a d 
Company, to aid in the construction of a rail­ 
road, by the Act of Congress passed July 1 ,1SG2 
(12 Slat., i" ! : that said corporation liltd its as­ 
sent to ftdid ¿ct. and a man designating the 
general route of said railroad, with the Secre­ 
tary of the In erior within two m »nths after the 
passage of the Act; that on August 2.1662, the 
Secretary of the interior caused all the lauds 
w ithiu fifteen miles of said ro ite. including the 
land in que tiou. to be withdrawn from pre­ 
emption, priva e entry t»nd 3ale; that the line of

be able to ascertain by inspection and know 
at the time the location is definitely fixe**, 
and it becomes operative, what specific tracts 
of land are grant»d, and what are excepted 
from the grant. These lands soon alter the 
grant were conveyed in t us*., under author­ 
ity of tbe law, as security for the bonds is-ued, 
out of the proceeds of which the road was 
coii'tructed; and the proceeds of these sales 
are devoted by the Trustees to the redemption 
of the bonds. Is this security to be impaired 
or destroyed by taking from ‘he operation of 
the grant all lands in which at any future 
time gold or other valuable m etals may oe 
discovered? If so, all of the lands may sooner 
or later revert to the United bta’es, and these 
bondholders and those who in g od faith have 
puichased the lands of the company without 
being aware of tbe mines recluded iu their 
lower depths, will be largely ii jured.

Those who make or take subsequent grants 
must see that there is something to'graat. It is 
not enough to know that ‘he lands contain 
minerals, at the date of the issue of the patent, 
iu order l > grant them as m ineral lauds.

1 nui satisfied that 
lauds ought not only lo be mineral iu lact but 
abo to be known as mineral, or there should be 
satisfacory reason to believe them to be such 
at the date when the grant takes effect, iu Older 
to fa l witnia he exception of mineral lands in 
such tense as to defeat the gram . And this is, 
evidently, the view of the Supreme Court, as 
there is no ease, so far as I am aware, wherein 
that Court ha-> su'taiued an exception of “m in­ 
eral lands'' in these grants unless they were 
known to be m ineral at the time of the grant. 
'Ibis point is very fully considered by the 
Court in Colorado Coal Company vs. United 
States (123 U. S., 326-27). Says tne Court in that 
case, quoting from prior decision, * Ae say land 
known at the time to be valuable for its m in­ 
erals, as there are vast trac’s of public laud in 
which minerals of different kinds are found, 
t ut not in such quantities as to justify ex ­ 
penditure iu t>.c effort to extract them. ' It is 
not to tu ch laud that the term ‘m ineral' iu 
the sense of the it&tute is appl cable. * * * 
We also say lands* known at the time of their 
sale to be thus valuable, in order to avoid any 
possible conclusion against the validity of title 
w icb may be issued for other kinds of laud in 
w hich years afterward rich deposits of mineral 
may be discove ed. It is quite possible that 
lands settled upon, as luitable only for agri 
cultural purposes, entered by the settler aud 
patented by the Government under the pre- 
em pti n laws, may be found years after the pat­ 
ent has issued to contain valuable minerals. In­ 
deed this has oiten happened 
We, therefore, 
use the term known to be valuable at the time 
of sale to prevent any doubt being cast upon ti­ 
tle to lands afterwards found to be different iu 
their mineral character from what was sup­ 
posed when the ent»yof them was made and 
the patent issued.” (123 U. b. 327.) This was 
but ArtumiDg similar views before expressed iu 
Deffen bach vs. Hawke (115 U.S., 404). In this 
ease tbe Supreme court aiso affirmed the view 
of the Circuit C urt expressed in Cowell vs. 
Lammers, supra, that an exception inserted ia 
a patent, in express terms, by ihe Secretary of 
tne Interior, not required ur authorized by the 
statutes is void. 
Now, in this case, according to the allegations 
of the complaint, alter the grant had been 
made, and all the provisions fully performed by 
the grantee, the road accept!d by the President, 
and the title irrevocably vested in the grantee, 
and be ore there was auy authority at all to sur­ 
vey mineral lauds, as iu the case of Cowell vs.

There 
was, at the date of the legislative grant aud 
for many years afterwards, nothing appearing 
in the nature of a v«.lid exception to take the 
premises in controversy out of the operation of 
he grant. 
The Department, in issuing the 
patent to defendant’s grantor instead of the rail­ 
road comp-4ny, seems to have acted, in view of 
the condition of things, as they appeared after 
the discovery of the gold-bearing quartz iu 1-83, 
and not as they appeared and were known at 
tne time of the m ak ug of the Congressional 
grant, ihe performance ol the conditions of the 
grant by the graLtee and the subsequent survey 
m ale by the Government iu 1666 1867 as agri- 
culiural lands. 
It is further objected that the patent thus is- 
►ued to defendant’s grantor cauuot be col 
laterally attacked iu an action cf ejectment: 
that it can only be impeached by a direct pro 
ceediug in equity to declare it void, or control 
whatever title passed by it for the benefit of the 
party- equit&bly entitled, 
i his, it appears to us, 
would have been the better course, and at first 
we were d.sposed to think it was the only 
course. But, upon further consideration aud 
exam ination of the authorities, we think ihe 
« a e does not tall wi'.hin that rule. In recogniz­ 
ing the rule iusisted upon in a proper case, the 
Supreme Court, in Smelting Company vs. Kemp 
(104 U. S . fill), adds: “Of course, when we 
sp^akof the conclusive presumptions attend­ 
ing a patent tor lands, we assume that it was is­ 
sued in a case where the Department had juris­ 
diction to act and execute it—that is to say, in a 
ca>e where lauds belonged to the United fctates 
and provision had b en made by law for their 
sale. Ifthev were never puhiic property or had 
previously been disposed of, or if Congress had 
made no ; rovisiou ior their sale, or haa reserved 
them, the Department would have no jurisdic­ 
tion to transfer them, and its attempted convey­ 
ance of ill*--m would be inoperative and void.no 
m atter with what seeming regularity the forms 
oi law may have been observed. 9 he ac-ti n ol 
the Department would iu that event be like that 
of any special tribunal not having jurisdiction of 
a case wh:ch it had assumed to decide. Matters 
of this kind disclosing a waut of jurisdiction 
may be considered by a Couit of law. In such 
cases tbe objection to the patent reaches beyond 
ihe i-ctiou of the special tribunal, and goes to 
the- existence of a subject upon which it was 
competent to act.” 
And in Wright vs. Rosebery (121 U. S., 513) the 
Supreme Court quote and approve the foregoing, 
a id further quote and approve another pa sage, 
n follow.-: “A patent may be collaterally im ­ 
peached in any action, aud its operation as a 
conveyance defeat* d by showing that the De­ 
partm ent had no jurisdiction to dispose of the 
Linos; that is, that, the liw did not provide for 
selling them, or that they had been reserved 
from sale, or ded.cated to special purposes, or 
had been previously transferred to otfieis 
Iu 
establishing any of these particulars the judg­ 
ment of the Department upon matters properly 
before it is uotassaiiable, nor is the regularity of 
its proceedings called into question; but its au­ 
thority to actat all is denied, and shown never to 
have existed.” They cite other authorities to 
sustain this view. Now these observations cover 
the case. The point was als * directly decided 
iu D o'an vs. Carr (123 U. S., 618). 
These lunds, under the allegation of the com­ 
plaint, “had previously been disposed of,” by 
legislative grant 
There was no juris liction left 
¡0 dispose of them to íomebody e¿se as there was 
nothing to dispose of. And the Court savs: “a 
patent may b j collaterally impeached in any 
a ¡i .11 and its operation as a con vt vanee defeate*’, 
ny show iugthat the Department had no jurisdic 
t on to dispose of the lands.

That is this case. Had the Depart­ 
ment issued a prior patent to the railroad com­ 
pany and theno e to the defendant’s grantor 
there can be 110 doubt that it would be the duty 
of the Court in this case to determ ine whicu 
carried the title.

Upon the views expressed, the dem urrer must 
he overruled and it is so ordered upon the usual 
terms.
